Notre Dame, Ind. — Although 
the vast poverty of the masses in 
India makes Communism a great 
threat to the future of the country, 
Communists will never gain a 
strong foothold in the nation be- 
cause of its conflict with religion, 
a primary factor in Indian life, ac- 
cording to Archbishop Mar Ivan- 
jos, O.1.C., Metropolitan of Trivan- 
drum. Travancore State, in the 
Hindu province of India.

But this overlooks the purpose

written in a comfortable study 
amidst all the amenities of scho- 
larly leisure, we still have the con- 
vietion that God sends His grace 
and strength proportionate with 
every affliction. No one is tempt- 
ed beyond his strength. And, as 
a matter of fact, the post-war 
literature abounds in examples of 
men raised to pinnacles of heroic 
virtue behind the barbed-wire of 
concentration camps. There were 
those who fell by the wayside, to 
be sure, under the terrible trials 
to which they were exposed. I[t is 
only God who can render a merci- 
ful and a just judgment on their 
actions and motives. 


2. Is not suicide preferable to 
disgrace? :

principles. Perhaps they do not 
directly affect the Church as an 
organized religious institution, 
and may seem unrelated to her 
theological formularies. How- 
ever, they do frequently involve 
some principle either favorable 
or unfavorable to human digni- 
ty, one that may advance or re- 
tard elemental justice, or one 
that either supports or weakens 
some great tradition of Western 
culture. 


“The great merit of the topi- 
cal theme is that it provides us 
with a subject upon which men 
hold pronounced views. and opi- 
nions which they are ready to 
discuss. This provides us with 
a point of entry into the modern 
secularized mentality for the 
relavancy and cogency of Chris- 
tian ideas. 


“A pastor of my acquaintance 
recently conducted an open for- 
um on some problems of labor:

of wealth. In the development 
of these themes, however, he led 
his listeners to deeper concerns:

stiny of man. Half his audi- 
ence were non-Catholic and, as 
a result of the course, some 25 
people joined his inquiry class 
for converts. The various Cath- 
olic forums throughout the coun- 
try, with their lectures on topics 
of the day and reviews of re- 
cent books, follow the same 
technique with-similar results.”

“The first issue which came 
was entirely inoffensive, but 
when the April issue came just 
the other day, I saw the enclos- 
ed article advertized in large 
type on the front cover. I read 
it as soon as possible. Of course 
I was furious, horrified, and in- 
dignant... 

“IT am writing to cancel the 
subscription at once... I can’t 
fathom how anyone could be so 
loathsome as to place this putrid 
rot before the eyes and minds 
of our fine young men—under 
21. 

“One thing which seems to in- 
dicate what kind of an outfit 
they are is that the sample copy 
was at least an inch larger, in 
both width and length, than the 
later copies at the bargain offer, 
although containing the same 
number of pages. Also, the 
price was immediately reduced 
from twenty-five cents to fifteen 
cents.”

they have instructed the Italian 
people that they must vote Christ- 
ian instead of pagan.

The Mass—Its Origin 


Q—Why is the Mass so Impor- 
tant? 

A—It is important because it 
was divinely instituted and be- 
came the official worship of the 


New Law. It was offered the first’ 


time by Jesus, the night before He 
died, and immediately after He 
offered it He empowered and actu- 
ally commissioned the Apostles to 
do what He did: “Do this in com-

The Old Law had both bloody 
and unbloody sacrifices, and that 
of Melchisedech, offering bread and 
wine, was unbloody. 

Q—But does not Paul say that 
Christ’s sacrifice of the Cross was 
all-sufficient and needed to be of- 
fered only once? 

A—Yes, and the Catholic 
Church teaches the same. about 
Calvary’s sacrifice. That does not 
mean that there is no place for the 
Mass. The liturgy of all early 
churches, even of the Schismatic 
churches, confirm the teaching of 
Holy Scripture that Christ offered 
at the Last Supper the very body 
and blood He offered on the cross 
the next day. It was the begin- 
ning of His priesthood according 
to the “order of Melchisedech,” 
which David had aeclared He 


only through them—“Do ye this.” 
By that sacrifice offered when the 
Paschal Lamb sacrifice was being 
offered in Jerusalem (the feast of 
the Passover), Christ’s death 
would be remembered “until I 
come”—at the end of time. Didn’t 
Jesus relate the Last Supper un- 
bloody sacrifice to the bloody sac- 
rifice He would offer the next day? 

With chalice in hand, Christ 
said: “This is the chalice, the New 
Testament in My Blood which is 
shed for you” (Luke XXII, 20). 
Matthew quotes Christ: “This is 
My blood of the New Testament, 
which is shed for many unto the 
remission of ‘sins” (Matt. XXVI, 
28). Mark quotes Him: “This is 
My Blood of the New Testament, 


which is shed for many” (Mark 
XIV, 24).

Catechism For An Honest Ini 
The Mass—Its Origin 


Q—Why is the Mass so Impor- 
tant? 

A—It is important because it 
was divinely instituted and be- 
came the official worship of the 
New Law. It was offered the first 
time by Jesus, the night before He 
died, and immediately after He 
offered it He empowered and actu- 
ally commissioned the Apostles to 
do what He did: “Do this in com- 
eet of Me” (Luke XXII, 
The priesthood of Aaron came 
to end with its animal sacrif.ce, as 
did the Old Testament itself, when 
Christ immolated Himself, as the 
Lamb of God, on the cross of Cal- 
vary. St. Paul explains at length 
the official sanctuary sacrifice of 
the Old Covenant in the 8th, 9th 
and llth Chapter of His Epistle 
to the Hebrews, and notes that 
because Christ’s immolation was 
of infinite value there would be no 
further need for any future bloody 
sacrifice. 

But in the 7th Chapter of the 
same Epistle Paul tells us that the 

riesthood of ‘““Melchisedech” would 
e continued. This conforms with 
what David (Ps. 109-4), Protestant 
Bible, (110-4) foretold about 
Christ: “Thou art a priest forever 
according to the Order of Melchise- 
dech.” 

The Old Law had both bloody 
and unbloody sacrifices, and that 
of Melchisedech, offering bread and 
wine, was unbloody. . 

Q—But does not Paul say that 
Christ’s sacrifice of the Cross was 
all-sufficient and needed to be of- 
fered only once? 

A—Yes, and the Catholic 
Church teaches the same. about 
Calvary’s sacrifice. That does not 
mean that there is no place for the 
Mass. The liturgy of all early 
churches, even of the Schismatic 
churches, confirm the teaching of 
Holy Scripture that Christ offered 
at the Last Supper the very body 
and blood He offered on the cross 
the next day. It was the begin- 
ning of His priesthood according 
to the “order of Melchisedech,” 
which David had declared He 
would exercise “forever,” through 
His Apostles and their successors. 
He would be “a priest forever”

But chastity is a supernatural 
virtue, rooted in the soul. It is 
not affected by what the body suf- 
fers under violence. As for phy- 
sical virginity, it is not of such 
great importance that a woman 
can't voluntarily and licitly lose it 
In a surgical operation when her 
life is in danger. The ultimate 
fact remains that no one may com- 
mit a sin for any reason at all, 
however good.

But they have their place. 


Through patient suffering, they in- 


crease their own merit and draw 
God’s grace down on the world. 
To those around them they offer 
an occasion of practicing pati- 
ence, forebearance, and charity.

We have no intention of pass- 
ing judgment on Jan Masaryk. It’s 
very doubtful that he did commit 
suicide. There is some likelihood 
that he was pushed or thrown from 
the upper window. Even if he did 
take his own life, it must be re- 
membered that he was practically 
beside himself with remorse and 
anxiety and that, as we said, he 
does not appear to have had much 
training or belief in Christianity. 
We can only pray that the good 
God will have mercy on his s¢ul. 

Direct suicide is always the 
wrong way out. It’s a case, al- 
most literally, of stepping out of 
the frying-pan into the fire. It 
is a mortal sin so odious and unna- 
tural that the Church refuses the 
dead person Christian burial in 
consecrated ground.

Education Moves 
Toward Pitfall 


Today American education moves 
toward a real pitfall. The Ameri- 
can system of schools was founded 
on freedom of education. That 
freedom is now threatened; it has 
been challenged spasmodically in 
many sections of our country. 
There is a very widespread move- 
ment that would frustrate this 
freedom. This frustration has 
made its way into legislative halls 
and our courts of justice, and into 
the administration of the opinion- 
forming agencies of our country. 
Specious arguments are built up 
by secularists to captivate the 
unwary, to satisfy the superficial, 
and to deceive the simple, inno- 
cent majority. Our history and 
tradition of freedom of education 
are discarded as out-moded. 

We are told by legislators that 
our government must be prepared 
to assume the obligation to edu- 
cate every American child, in tax- 
supported schools, and that all 


~~ 


other schools are therefore need- 
lessly d age J the work of 
public schools. We are further as- 
sured that freedom of education 
consists: in attending private or 
non-public schools, provided the 
children or their parents support 
these schools, either personally or 
through the private generosity of 
others. This is a strange and arbi- 
trary limitation placed on our 
American freedom of education 
guaranteed by the unanimous de- 
cision of the Supreme Court of 
the United States. Several coun- 
tries have met this issue and 
solved it wisely. Our secularists 
insist that it cannot be solved in 
America. 


Must Be Interested 
In Every Child 


It must be assumed that our 
Federal Government is _ vitally 
interested in every educable child 
of the nation, just as evey State 
is interested in every child within 
the limits of its jurisdiction. The 
educable child has a dual loyalty 
as a citizen—one to the State and 
the other to the Federal Govern- 
ment. The educable child is to be 
prepared for his life work as an 
instructed citizen and, even more 
so, as a good and useful citizen. 
This educable child is to be trained 
so that he will be ready to defend 
America at the cost of his life, if 
need be. This training should be 
given by all schools without ex- 
ception. The defense of America is 
a duty which all schools must 
teach. 

Our country, in training all its 
children guarantees freedom of 
education with the right of all 
parents, whatever be their reli- 
gion or blood, to select the school 
of their choice. Our secularistic 
legislators, courts, and educators, 
as well as all who are anti-reli- 
gious, insist that our proclaimed 
freedom of education means that 
the educable child must attend a 
tax-supported school unless its 
parents or generous persons pay 
for its education in other schools. 
Here we see the frustration of 
our American freedom of educa- 
tion. 

This present attempt at frus- 


tration of freedom of education is | 
favorable to rich parents but un-| 
Rich | 


favorable to poor parents. 
parents who can pay for the edu- 
eation of their children in private 
or non-tax-supported _ schools 
should do so, Poor parents who, 


————E 


for conscientious reasons—as they 
interpret their motives before 
God—cannot make use of tax-sup- 
ported schools where there is no 
religious. teaching, even outside 
of school hours, and no spiritual 
discipline, should not, in justice, 
be deprived of our American free- 
dom of education. 

We cannot insist too frequently 
that our government is interested 
in every educable child, in what- 
ever school it receives its instruc- 
tion and training. If parents are 
so poor that they cannot furnish 
food to nourish the bodies of their 
children, the government should 
supply it. If, under our freedom 
of education, parents are too poor 
to send their children to the 
schools of their conscientious 
choice, the government should 
study their problem with them and 
come to their aid. Wofds have 
little meaning if American free- 
dom of education is to be inter- 
preted in the narrow and restrict- 
ed sense of secularism. 


They Are Treated 
Like Stepchildren 


_ Comparisons are odious, but it 
is un-American and undemocratic 
to safeguard the freedom of edu- 
cation for rich parents who can 
pay for the education of their 
children in private or non-public 
schools, and to deprive poor -par- 
ents of that freedom who cannot 
pay; they are regarded by our 
secularists as aliens who cannot 
be assimilated into our American 
way of life, and their educable off- 
spring are classified as American 
stepchildren. 

This frustration of freedom of 
education is all the more to be 
condemned, since poor parents as 
well as those with slender re- 
sources pay an enormous. amount 
of taxes for the support of our 
public schools, in addition to the 
support of schools that give a 
moral training.

On 
these rights that come from nature 
and from God, all positive laws 
governing education should be 
based. Any legislation that tram- 
ples under foot the God-given free- 
dom of parents to educate their 
children, or that frustrates that 
freedom, is bad legislation, in the 
court of God.

Cleveland Won... 


Recently in training camp, Eddie Dyer, manager of the St. Louis 
Cardinals, was struck in the head by a line drive, but, fortunately, 
escaped serious injury. At the time, he was standing 


shortstop’s position talking to one of his players in the outfield while 


others were taking batting practice. A hard hit ball caught him behind 
the ear and knocked him unconscious, but he was able to resume his 
duties after a few days’ rest, as no fracture or concussion resulted. 

Dyer’s fortunate escape from serious injury again pointed up the 
fact that in all the history of major league baseball only one fatality 
has resulted as the direct result of a game itself. This tragedy oc- 
curred in Aug. 1920 when Ray Chapman, Cleveland shortstop, was 
struck over the left ear by a pitched ball thrown by Carl Mays, 
then the star underhand pitcher of the New York Yankees. The blow 
fractured Chapman’s skull and he never regained consciousness, dying 
early the next morning. That was the year the Cleveland team won 
its only American League pennant and, of course, its only world’s 
championship. 

The tragic accident to Chapman resulted in a major league rule 

being abrogated that year, with most unusual results. With the death 
of its regular shortstop, the Cleveland club, in the midst of a hot 
ennant fight, found it necessary to bring up a young fellow named 
oe Sewell to fill in for veteran Chapman. Sewell, it later devel- 
oped, was to become just about the hardest fellow the majors have 
ever seen when it came to striking him out. Anyhow, he filled out so 
well for Chapman that he proved to be one of the sparkplugs who 
led the Indians to their first and only pennant, aided, somewhat, it 
is true, by the late season revelation that several members of the then 
champion Chicago White Sox were, in fact, Black Sox; that they had 
taken part in the plot to “throw” the 1919 world series to the CiMcin- 
nati Reds. 


Anyhow, Cleveland was in its first world series—and with 
an “ineligible” player, who would be Sewell. The latter had 
joined the club too late to be eligible for participation in the world 
series, but both leagues waived the rule because of the tragic 
circumstances which brought Sewell into the picture so suddenly 
from the minor leagues. Sewell played a big. part in Cleveland's 
victory over the Brooklyn Dodgers in that series, and remained in 
the big leagues for years thereafter as one of the game's out- 
standing infielders and hitters. 

That 1920 world series, incidentally, set a number of records 
which still stand to this day. Sewell’s participation in it was one 
of the records, althoigh there are a lot of fans now who will 
say that there were seven or eight players in the 1919 series who 
should not have been playing in that one, either. Sewell, of course, 
was an entirely honest man and, as mentioned, was playing in the 
series because the rules had been suspended to fit the emergency. 


It was in that series in which a pitcher hit a home run for the 
first time in series history. Jim Bagby, father of the present Jim 
Bagby of the majors, turned that trick for Cleveland. 


Unassisted ... 


Bill Wambsganss, commonly known then as now as Wamby, made 
the first and last unassisted triple play in that series. It was. one of 
those made-to-order situations for such a play, Runners on first and 
second, and none out, of course. The hit and run was on. Wamby 
rushed over to cover second just as Pitcher Mitchell of Brooklyn—an 
uncommonty good hitter for a pitcher—socked a line drive directly 
toward second. Wamby, on the move with the pitch, made the catch 
near second and stepped on the bag to double the runner who by then 
was near third. Otto Miller, Brooklyn cateher who had been on first, 
was almost to second when Wamby made the catch, so all the Cleveland 
second sacker had to do was to turn and tag him for his unassisted

Cross in the land which Columbus 
had not found, namely India. 
Columbus and Xavier, both were) 
adventurers and men of noble) 
character and lineage. Columbus' 
won a prize, but not that which he 
had anticipated; Xavier won the 
prize he had striven for incessant- 
ly—the souls of India—plus other | 
prizes which it has not been given 
to man to comprehend. 

Saint Francis Xavier is indeed 
the Apostle of India and Japan, 
the inspiration of every missionary. 
To say a Missioner is a Xavier 
is to pay him the highest compli- 
ment of his calling. Saint Francis 
spent himself throughout his 
missionary career, struggling | 
against impending frustration of | 
his noble work, his cherished plans, | 
his highest ideals. Though mater- | 
ial things often failed him, he was} 
never daunted in his trust and) 
hope in the Heart or Christ—the | 
Fountain of soul-strength. 

If we were to read an autobio- 
graphy of the Saint, it would im 
all probability be a rehearsal of 
the failure which in his great hu- 
mility, Xavier considered himself 
to be. Complete success and earth- 
ly glory were not his during his 
lifetime, But the enormous num- 
ber of miles of travel, the many 
nations visited, the thousands of 
souls won for Christ—and all dur- 
ing a short ten-year missionary 
career—these are the fruit of the 
apostolic zeal of Xavier plus the 
miracle of marvelous graces with 
which he cooperated so well. 

Because of his universality of 
appeal, it is not hard to understand 
why all of us love him as we do. 
His life is ours; his aims are our 
own. The Xavier we know will 
do all he can to win us to his cause 
—quest for souls. The Novena of 
Grace will help us help Saint 
Xavier to win more and more 
souls. Countless blessings and 
graces have come to souls through 
the devout practice of this Novena. 

The origin of the Novena of 
Grace, which is yearly celebrated 
from March 4 to 12, comes from 
an event of the Saint’s own inter- 
vention through the grace of God.

Saint,” renew your vow. Be of 
good cheer. You shall be made 
well again.” The sick priest re- 
gained his health and carried out 
the vow of going to India if his 
life was spared. 

Saint Francis then promised his 
‘aid to all who would make a nove- 
na from March 4 to 12, and re- 
ceive the Holy Sacraments of pen- 
ance and Holy Eucharist.

Moral Leaders 


Notre Dame, Ind.—The Univer- 
sity of Notre Dame is answering 
the challenge against the funda- 
mental concepts of democracy in 
the United States by producing 
morally-responsible leaders to 
guide the future destinies of the 
nation, the Rev. John H. Murphy, 
C.S.C., Vice-President of Notre 
Dame, declared Monday night 
(April 5) at the local observance 
of Universal Notre Dame Night 
in the faculty dining hall on the 
campus. ~ 

Father Murphy and Harold §S. 
Vance, Chairman of the board of 
the Studebaker Corporation, and a 
member of the Advisory Council 
for Science and Engineering at 
Notre Dame, were the principal 
speakers at the observance pf the 
25th annual Universal Notre Dame 
Night sponsored by the Notre 
Dame Alumni Club of St. Joseph 
Valley. 


The Notre Dame vice-president, 
stressing that the Christian philos- 
ophy of education is evident in 
every phase of training at Notre 
Dame, pointed out that “ethics and 
morality may not be divorced from 
courses in biology, chemistry, law, 
sociology, economics or any other 
course.” 


Father Murphy continued, in 
part: “Non-sectarian education 


which accuses us of bringing re- 
ligious prejudices into the neutral 
field of education (the while it vio- 
lates neutrality with ‘its atheistic, 
materialistic, and naturalistic prej- 
udices), holds this divorce as a dog- 
ma of their philosophy of education.
